Limbless Pilot Fails To Escape; 


NEW YORK, Sept, 28.—(AP)—Douglas Bader, the RAF 
pilot who became a fighting ace even though he had no 
legs, tried to escape from his German captors as soon as he 
got a new metal leg by special RAF parachute delivery, it 
was reported tonight. 

The story, as told by Harry W. Flannery, CBS corre- 
spondent in a broadcast from Berlin, was that Bader tried 
to get away August 19, the night the new leg arrived at the 
French airdrome where he was held to replace one dam- 
aged when he was forced down. 

German Major Eric von Bach was quoted as saying a 
celebration was held in honor of the event. 

“There was a little drinking, I guess,” said the major, 
“and Bader danced and turned somersaults and generally 
enjoyed it. Then, when it came time to break up, Bader 
was nowhere to be found. 

‘Later some searchers came upon him in a hayloft down 
the road on his way, he thought, to liberty. 

“So they took away one of his legs every night and gave 
it back in the morning. I suppose he has them both all 
the time now, since he’s probably in a regular prisoner- 
of-war camp.”

Representative August H. Andresen, of Min- 
nesota, has introduced in congress a bill which, 
if enacted into law, would prohibit the sale 
or shipment of oleomargarine in interstate 
commerce. 

Under 


standards 


of opposition to the 
for oleomargarine recently an- 
nounced by Federal Security Administrator 
Paul V. McNutt, the Minnesotan has offered a 
bill which would be little short of a death blow 
to the margarine industry. 

The bill would prohibit sale of oleomargarine 
containing milk products. Most margarine 
makers use skim milk in emulsifying the fatty 
content. Furthermore the bill prohibits inter- 
state shipments of any margarine yellow in 
color or which imitates butter in color, flavor 
or appearance. Which prohibitions are.so all- 
inclusive that almost any palatable spread for

bread would be outlawed. 

Charles W. Holman, secretary of the Na- 
Co-operative Milk Producers’ Federa- 
which is, in practice, the Washington 
lobby of the midwestern dairy interests, has 
jumped to indorse and support the Andreson

measure. 

Mr. Holman opens his campaign with the 
statement that his organization is working in 
the interest of “public health and welfare with 
regard to products made in imitation and sem- 
blance of butter and milk.” Which statement 
is purest sophistry when considered in the light 
of the purpose for which it was issued. 

For, despite Mr. Holman’s protestations, 
margarine is a healthful food and is important 
to the public welfare itself. It is a palatable, 
healthful and strength-giving spread for bread, 
sold at a price which places it within reach of 
many people whose incomes do not permit them 
to use the high-priced butter. 

It is quite probable that most people, freed 
from economic considerations, would prefer to 
butter. However, unable to. afford this 
ofttimes costly luxury, the poor man can make 
his family dinner table more appealing, more 
healthful and more nourishing by using vzood 
quality, high standard margarine. 

There is a place, in American usage, for both 
butter and margarine. The Andresen bill would 
selfishly seek a monopoly of the market for 
butter alone and, in so doing, would work se- 
rious hardship upon tens of thousands of 
poorer homes, For margarine is the poor man’s 
butter and it is little less valuable as an article 
of diet than the butter Mr. Holman champions 
so. blindly. 

Most margarine is made, chiefly, of cotton 
seed oil, a southern product. Every southerner 
concerned with the economic well being of his 
State or section, should write his congressman 
urging defeat of the Andresen measure, in order 
to protect and retain a valuable market for a 
iigh quality scuthern product.

Agents for Germany? 

There is startling possibility in the action 
of government investigators at Washington 
who have seized, by subpoena, material from 
the office there of the misnamed “America 
First Committee.” 

The seizure was made in connection with 
the inquiry by the Justice Department into 
alleged violations of the foreign agents regis- 
tration act. Under this law all agents of foreign 
countries in the United States must register 
with the Justice Department and state clearly 
the purpose for which they are here and the 
methods by which they plan to achieve that 
purpose. 

Already one indictment has resulted from 
the inquiry. That is of an Akron, Ohio, attorney 
named Frank Burch. He is alleged to be an 
agent for the German government. 

Whether or not the America First Commit- 
tee, which sponsors the meetings at which 
Colonel Lindbergh, Senators Wheeler, Nye, 
Clark and others speak in open opposition to 
the administration policy for the defeat of 
Nazism, is directly connected with Berlin is 
open to question. It is, of course, inconceivable 
that senators of the United States, such as 
the three mentioned, would knowingly permit 
themselves to be used as agents for a govern- 
ment which is the avowed enemy of the United 
States. 

However, Colonel Lindbergh, in his speeches, 
has several times followed the same argument 
“line” as used, almost simultaneously, by Goeb- 
bels’ propaganda machine in Berlin. The paral- 
lel, on several occasions, has been so close as 
to stretch the bounds of credulity if it is to be 
dismissed as coincidence. 

It would go far toward clearing the American 
atmosphere of an organization whose outpour- 
ings most Americans have long resented if the 
Justice Department could, once and for all, 
brand the America First Committee as a sub- 
yersive organization, working for the Nazi 
outlaws. 
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After the early furore, little has since been 
heard of surrealism. -Maybe it returned to 
Europe, where it can hardly be told from the 
situation. 


Quit Kidding Ourselves 
The Navy has been challenged and, ranging 
the far waters of the north Atlantic are ships 
of the fleet combing a wide aréa for the sub- 
marines that sank the Sessa and the Pink Star. 
These are no maneuvers. They are not child's 
play. They are the brutal fact of war, and war 
no less because it is on the high seas. There 


will be shooting and there will be the terrible — 


eruptions of an ocean wracked by the power 
of depth bombs. 

Iceland is an American outpost and ships 
bound for that outpost are the target of 
German submarines seeking to cut the supply 
line to that island. They deliberately are in- 
citing reprisals, which will not be long in 
coming. Then one may expect that the German 
government will howl mightily. 

To any persons who have listened to recent 
German short-wave broadcasts aimed at this 
country, it seems rather ridiculous to listen to 
the protestations of the speakers who deride 
those saying that Germany has designs against 
the United States. They lie, calmly and deliber- 
ately, as they lied to France, to Great Britain, 
to Denmark and Norway; to Holland, to Greece, 
to all the other countries into which they have 
set their minions marching. 

Well may the people of this country’face the 
fact that the nation is at war—the sooner this 
is accepted the sooner the war will be won. 
There is nothing more to be gained by an 
ostrich-like attitude. Since the country is at 
war, let it be an all-out war, for the result will 
be no different if the Allies of the United States 
fall before the Nazi onslaught. 

Let’s quit kidding ourselves.

trality act, thus inviting the most crucial test yet made of the 
administration’s fofeign policy 

How far he plans to go in removing the statute from the book of 
attempted peace objectives no one at the moment is prepared to say. 
Most any recommendation he makes, however, is expected to draw a 
focus on the two main provisions of the act, those relating to the 
arming of American merchantmen and the opening of belligerent 
foreign ports to United States vessels 

The whole neutrality act was built around these two provisions, 
plus the cash-and-carry restrictions on the sale and transportation 
of American goods to other nations at war with each other. ‘The 
whole concept of peace embodied in the legislation, which was 
passed before the present European conflict began, was that> you 
could make a people neutral by law. 

But as predicted by many of those who opposed enactment of the 
act, it has not worked. Public emotions cannot be controlled by law, 
any more than human appetites were restrained by prohibition. 
From the beginning there has never been any neutrality on the part 
of the American-people in the fight between Hitler and Britain. 
There was never any in the war between Japan and China, Ou 
sympathies were clearly with the Greeks against the Italians. We 
were not even neutral in the war waged by Mussolini against Haile 
Selassie and his band of half-civilized Ethiopians, 

Our lack of neutrality

taken by the administration to aid Great Britain and the victims of 
Axis aggression. It is reflected in the several national polls on the 
subject, in the practically one-sided support the President's foreign 
policy has received in the editorial comment on the country’s news- 
papers, and finally by the support congress itself has given the 
policy. 

Always the isolationists have claimed that a large majority of 
the American people were back of them, that the American people 
would have rejected the many moves for British aid, had they been 
given an opportunity to vote on the proposals. But always when the 
showdown came in congress they were proved to be wrong. What 
ever may be said of congress, it cannot be denied that, slow though 
it may be at times to keep abreast of public trends, it is more sensi- 
tive to the voice of the people than any other national body in the 
country. 

Now the isolationists are claiming ‘that the country is against 
repeal or modification of the neutrality act. Senator Taft, of Ohio, 
one of the leaders of the group and a past Republican presidential 
candidate, has gone so far as to say that repeal of the act would be 
equivalent to a declaration of war. 

If that sort of interpretation is to be made of the President’s 
forthcoming recommendation, then the isolationists are to get the 
kind of test they have been clamoring for during all these past 
months—-a vote by congress on what they construe as the equivalent 
of a declaration of war. 

Under those circumstances 


SOME REVISION EXPECTED 
the test promises to be the 


most crucial the President's foreign policy has undergone. The full 
force of isolationist and non-interventionist strength may be ex- 
pected against the recommendations. The debate may-be more 
prolonged and more spirited than any yet attending consideration of 
the various war measures congress has acted upon. Advance indi- 
cations are that some neutrality revision will be voted by an easy 
margin. 

There is every evidence that public sentiment will back the 
administration in its latest move, which embodies a return to the 
principle of the freedom of the seas, just as it has in other measures. 

As regards the contention being made by Senator Taft that repeal 
of the act amounts to a declaration of war, this is a far-fetched 
conclusion, of course. When and if the time comes for the United

“It’s added a great deal of power to my blows. Why, 
the other day when I hit one of my sparring partners on 
the arm with it, with the big gloves, he complained I’d 
broken it.

Civil Authority Retained. 


No details were released on reg- 
ulations under the state of emer- 
gency, but it generally includes a 
curfew, closing of theaters and 
other public gathering places, 
summary executions, exceptional- 
ly heavy prison terms and con- 
fiscation of property for acts re- 
garded as offenses against the or- 
der and security of the state. 

The civil state of siege differs 
from martial law in that extraor- 
dinary powers continue to rest in 
the hands of the civil administra- 
tion instead of the army. 

The Germans on September 10 
ordered a state of civil emergency 
in Norway to halt the spread of 
strikes and sabotage. There, too, 
the drastic step was taken shortly 
after Heydrich appeared on the 
scene. He had gone to Oslo to 
confer with police heads. 

Second Emergency Order. 

Premier Elias who is to be tried 
by a “people’s court,” was trained 
in the Austrian-Hungarian army 
and entered the Czech army after 
the World War. He was made a 
division general during the Mu- 
nich crisis mobilization and there- 
after was appointed deputy to 
General Jan Syrovy, who became 
premier of the post-Munich gov- 
ernment. 

Just before the German occu- 
pation of Czecho-Slovakia in 
March, 1939, Elias directed mili- 
tary measures against Slovakia 
when it declared its independence: 
He became premier and minister 
of interior on April 27, 1939.

LONDON, Sept. 28. — (P) — 


London said today that increasing 
sabotage in former Czecho-Slo- 
vakia had slowed arms factory 
output as much as 50 per cent, 
blown up a number of German 
troop trains and _ disorganized 
transportation. 

One troop train was crushed by 
the collapse of a tunnel in Vlara 
Pass, Slovakia, just after the 
train entered it, said reports fil- 
tering into London. The 
government maintains 
communications with rebel lead- 
ers in the homeland by secret 
channels, the authorities said. 

An arms factory “go _ slow” 
strike has crippled the output of 
such great concerns as the Skoda 
works at Pilsen, the reports said.

MY DAY: Of Gratitude 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Friday—This is a very difficult column to 
write. The time that one goes through between death and the 
final laying to rest of any human being is, for the people who are 
deeply concerned, a period when one feels 
almost suspended in space. Life must go on, 
The things that have to be done, must be done 

The jobs and the interests which are shoved 
aside temporarily, must not be completely neg- 
lected, because some day, very soon, they must 
be taken up again. Yet, always in the back- 
ground, is the thought that out of life forever, 
has gone somebody who is a vital, active fac- 
tor, and who never again will be present except 
in memory 

Last night, when I was searching for some 
writing paper in the closet back of Mny desk, | 
sSluimbled on a box filled with old camera and 
photographs, put aside years ago with some old letters. There was 
a jetter from my father to my grandmother at a very sad period of 
his life, a few letters written to me, which | had kept because they 
expressed some sentimnt that I wished to preserve, 

Among them was a photograph of my brother in the period 
when my aunts nicknamed him “The Cherub.” He is dressed in a 
little black velvet suit, not old enough yet for manly trousers, so 
he might almost be mistaken for a girl, which must have irritated 
him greatly when he grew older. He has curls and a little round 
face with a solemn, and yet faintly amused expression. It might 
be one of Miachelangelo’s little angels looking down from an old 
Italian painting. 

Times change. No photographer would pose a little boy of 
three in such a way today, and yet the picture has charm. I sat 
tracing the resemblance of the baby features to those of the grown 
man who looked out at me from another picture hanging in its 
frame on my sitting room wall. 

Shortly, his friends will pay their last tribute at the serv- 
ices here and then his daughter, Mrs. Edward Elliott, and his son, 
Henry P. Roosevelt, will go with us tonight to Tivoli, N. Y., where 
he will be placed in the vault beside our father and mother. Life 
will go on, and I hope the sun will shine, and I know that he would 
want all of us to remember, but to remember happily. 

I am most grateful, not only to his many friends who have 
expressed their sympathy and affection for my brother, but also to 
the many people who have sent me messages because they had 
sustained some loss, and wished to express their sympathy to me 
ber sonally.

Front Reported 
Swept by Rain 


10 Villages Recaptured 
In Smolensk Drive, 
Reds Assert. 


By The Associated Press. 

Russian F>ttlefront reports de- 
Clared last night the Red army 
had recaptured 10 more villages in 
a drive from Yelnya toward Smo- 
lensk and said siege forces around 
Leningrad were hurled from three 
lines or trenches by Russian coun- 
terattacks. 

Along the whole bitterly con- 
tested front from the Baltic to 
the Black sea fighting continued 
without letup as the war with 
Germany went into its 15th week, 
a Soviet communique reported. 

Authoritative London sources 
reported it was raining along the 
entire Russian front and hailed it 
as one “good factor” in the fight- 
ing there. 

Following snowfall yesterday in 
Moscow, heavy rains drenched the 
fighting zones, these sources said, 
making it impossible for automo- 
biles to travel more than three 
miles an hour on mud roads, 


German reports said that Kron- 
Stadt, the island naval base guard- 
ing sea approach to Leningrad, 
was being shelled by German big 
guns, and declared that troops 
which won the great encirclement 
battle of Kiev were on the march 
again. 

A DNB dispatch early today 
said German troops east of Kiey 
had gone ahead so fast that a. sin- 
gle German division captured 20,- 
000 prisoners in 24 hours. 

Five German Ships, including a 
cruiser, a destroyer, two trans- 
ports and a tanker, have been 
sunk and two more destroyers 
damaged by Soviet naval forces 
and shore batteries in far-flung 
engagements in Arctic waters and 
the Baltic and Black seas, the 
Soviet information bureau an- 
nounced early today, 

The cruiser and destroyer were 
sunk and the other destroyers 
heavily damaged by Soviet coastal 
batteries and Warships in the 
Baltic sea, the early morning 
communique said. 

The two transports of 8,000 and 
4,000 tons were sent to the bottom 
by the Red northern fleet some- 
Where in Arctic waters, and the 
tanker, of 1,000 tons, was sunk in 
the Black Sea, it added.

A preliminary analysis of health 
figures compiled by the surgeon 
general of the Army shows that 


during the calendar year of 1940, 
the death rate was only 2.8 per 
1,000 men—the lowest of record 
in the Army, the War Department 
announced yesterday. The rate for 
1939 was 3.1. 

The mean annual strength of the 
Army was 336,886 men, up 75 per 
cent from that of the preceding 
year. This increase occurred in 
the last quarter with the induc- 
tion of National -Guard units, 
trainees and a considerable rise in 
enlistments. 

Admission to hospital was at the 
rate of 776.3 per 1,000 men, up 
from 529 to 1939, but not unex- 
pected with the influx of unsea- 
soned troops during the late fall 
and early winter. 

The improvement in the death 
rate is credited to the entrance 
of a large number of young men,
